‘The Fateful Day 


(On Dec. 20 it will be known whether the 
Soviet and Japanese governments have been 
able to solve the deadlock which has arisen in 
connection with the extension of the lease of 
Russian fisheries to Japan, or whether a modus 
Divendi has been reached to tide over the 
period necessary for the perfecting of a new 
Sgreement. Owing to the very firm altitude 
Mihich Moscow adopted at the time of the 
Changkufeng incident, and has maintained ever 
Since, an entirely new light has been thrown 
Sher Russo-Japanese relations, and the Japan-

‘That 
is opposed by Tokyo which wants to negotiate 
leach problem separately in the hope of obtain- 
ling further concessions which would probably 
Inot be forthcoming were a general settlement 
to be negotiated. Of the naivete of the Japan- 
jese contention, note has already been taken, for 
|while Tokyo insists upon the application of the 
provision in the Treaty of Portsmouth to the 
Jquestion of the fisheries, it denies the applica- 
tion of other provisions applying "to points 
lupon which Soviet Russia also desires. adjust- 
ment. On the whole the Russian contention 
lseems to be the most satisfactory. It is at 
east consistent in its contention that if chang- 
Jing conditions make one set of provisions np 
longer operative they also vitiate the rest of 
the Treaty. This doctrine of changing condi- 
tions may serve the purposes of the political 
Jcasuist without convincing even him, and it is 
more than probable that Tokyo is dealing with 
[Moscow with its tongue in its cheek. It is un- 
likely that, if these negotiations fail in the 
ultimate résult and there is no Ashery agree 
ment between the two nations, Japan will 
[cease to fish in the waters she has rented beforo, 
bat will depend upon naval means for the 
protection of her fishing fleets. ‘That this will 
further imperil the peace of the Far East is 
Jonly too apparent, for no nation worthy of its 
salt would toleraie such an indignity, though 
{the probability appears to be that, unless some 
farrangement is arrived at, next year will sce 
the development of a series of incidents which 
Imay serve to contre interest upon this portion 
fof the world without actually leading to that 
jwarfare which it is in the interests of. Japan at 
the moment carefully to avoid.

A Quaint Suggestion 


A valued correspondent with an undoubted 
‘sense of humour refers to the current rumours 
‘on the question of retaliation being resorted to 
by the various nations, and suggests that after 
all, without going to the lengths of more formal 
means of impressing upon the Japanese the 
[error of their ways, adoption of the tactics they 
employ in Tsingtao might serve all purposes. 
Thus, he suggests, Japancse vessels in ports of 
those countries might be denied wharfage ac- 
commogation, passengers arriving by Japanese 
‘steamers might, as those arriving by foreign 
vessels .in Tsingtao, be forced to have thelr 
baggage thoroughly examined on a vacant lot, 
instead of in the comparative comfort of the 
Customs sheds, thelr disembarkation might 
‘very inconveniently be held up for five or six 
‘untiecessary hours, obstacles could be put in 
the way of discharging cargo, while it could 
leven be dumped on the beach and left there 
for the consignee to take delivery, It would 
not be necessary to go to the lengths of In- 
venting tortuous methods of dealing with do- 
‘cuments and all that sort of thing, but on re- 
flection it really does seem that ‘one of the 
most effective means of impressing upon the 
Japanese the necessity for stopping this dis 
ferimination in Tsingtao would be the applica- 
tion of similar practices elsewhere against the 
Japanese themselves. Indeed the history of 
the past few months of Japanese behaviour in 
‘Tsingtao could be classed as completely GUl- 
bertian, and it would scem to be wholly fitting 
if in this matter a foreign Roland could be re- 
turned for the Japanese Oliver, It would re- 
quire no weighty official announcements, or 
Tegislation to put such a procedure into ,prac+ 
tice, and If protests were registered the classi- 
eal reply which is given with unvarying mono- 
tony need only to be slightly changed to one 
‘of “unmilitary necessity,” to make the position 
quite clear, together with an assurance that 
Japanese interests were not being intentionally 
interfered with. There are other strangely 
comic features about the situation in Tsingtao, 
not the least of which concerns the curroncy 
‘question, Officially national Chinese dollar notes 
fare ot shortly will be placed at a 
160 per cent, discount as compared with the 
notes of the Federal Reserve Bank, whereas 
in the open market they are actually ut a sub 
stantial premium. 

















Christmas Near 


With the approach of Christmas there will 
be many people expressing the common wish 
that there will be snow and ice and that it 
will be a “white Christmas” in Keeping with 
tradition. ‘This sentiment accords with the 
views ‘ot Charles Dickens, who hat 
been accused of inventing _ Christmas, 
and of the Christmas card “manufacturers 
jwhose efforts deprived of snow and — other 
effects would be poor and discouraging. In 
[Europe the wish is being realized. From ing- 
land to Bulgaria the continent is in the grip 
lof a bitter winter with Germany recording the 
lowest December temperature in 80 years and 
complaining that it is so cold that there is 
interference with Christmas shopping. London 
is shivering under icy blasts and snowfalls and 
the passengers on one Channel steamer had 
to make three crossings before landing on terra 
firma was possible. In Shanghai, the tempera- 
ture is dropping and both in appearance and 
meteorologically it looked as if snow were 
possible yesterday after two or three days of 
cold and miserable drizzle. All indications 
point to a fulfilment of the wish and that 
Christmas ‘will full time-honoured expecta 
tions.

War Just Starting 


Chungking, Dec. 13, 
‘The “Ta Kung Pao" this morning 
published an exclusive report to the 
effect that the Chinese highest cor 
mands reviewed the military situation 
at a meeting yesterday,» following 
which, it was stated, the General- 
‘ssimo expressed complete optimism 
as regards the future miltary situs- 

‘The Generalissimo is said to have 
declared: 

“Japan, as a first class Power, after 
18 months of hostilities, using her 
entire army, naval and’ air forces, 
has only succeeded in capturing a 
few points along the communication 
lines. 

"Although Nanchang and Chang- 
sha are vital points from the stand- 
point of military strategy. the Japan- 
ese have failed to capture these 
cities after the fall of Hankow and 
Canton." 

‘The Japanese, General Chiang is 
reported to have stated, have been 
operating on the level plains to the 
east of the Pelping-Hankow Railway. 

“After this” he is said to have 
stated, "they will have to engage the 
Chinese troops in the mountainous 
areas. 

“It is a mistake to classify the fall 
of Nanking as marking the conclu- 
sion of the first period in the Sino- 
Japanese hostilities, the fall of Hsu- 
chowfu as the end of the second, and 
the fall of Hankow as the conclusion 
of, the third. 

“We may properly say that the 
present moment marks the conclusion 
of the first period in the hostilities, 
whereas the second period is only 
Just” boginning,”—Reuter. 


























No Surrender 
Chungking, Dee. 16, 

Emphasizing that the military and 
political aspects of the hostilities be- 
tween China and Japan were of equal 
Importance, General Chen Chen, 
Minister of Political Affairs at the 
headquarters of General Chiang Kai- 
shek, and concurrently Commander- 
insChief of the Chinese forees on the 
south bank of the Yangtze River, to- 
day announced the formation of 
political departments in. the various 
Chinese army units at the front. 

Members of the Central Executive 
Committee of the Kuomintang, he 
stated, would act as heads of the de- 
partments. 

General Chen pointed out that the 
anticnorth expedition of the Kuo- 
mintang, in 1927, owed its success 
largely ‘to the work of the Army 
Political Department, which, “how- 
ever, had almost disappeared ‘follow- 
ing the conclusion of the expedition. 

He déelared that to keep the Chi- 
note Army in step with the world's 
progress, and also to foster closer 
relations between the Chinese army 
and the popylace, it was essential 
that the Chinese army enlarge its 
scope and that a higher status be 
given to the work of those in the 
Political Department. 

General Chen stated that he ex- 
pected to complete the training of 
50,000 political workers in the Army 
within three years. 

He outlined the work of the Army 
Political Department ax follows 

1, Intelligence; 2. Post Omce; 
‘Transportation: 4. First Aid Stations: 
5. Refugee Stations; 6. Army Ce 
operative Stores; 7. ‘Army Clubs; 8 
Supervisory Unils fo maintain Army 
discipline; 9. Propayanda; 10. ‘The 
publication of a daily newspaper at 
the front to be known as the “War 
Front Daily."—Reuter.

“Japan's adventure in China will 
meet with a similar fate to that of 
Napoleon at Moscow." declared Gen- 
eral Pai Chung-hsi, Deputy Chief of 
the General Staff’ of the Chinese 
Army, in an interview with Reuter" 
correspondent here today. 

Explaining China's new tactics, 
known in, Chinese as “Chuan Mien 
Chan Shay" or “Entire Area Tactics, 
the General stated that hitherto, 
the Shanghai, Hsuchow, Taierchwang, 
‘and Hankow fighting,’ the Chinese 
lad practised positional wortare, and 
also “regular warfare” tactics, but 
that from now on the Chinese army 
will adopt a now type of strategy. 

General Pat emphasized that. the 
“Entire Area” tactics will not he 
limited by rear or front, east, west, 
south or north. The Chinese, he 
declared, will not ght for possession 
of a point or line, but will seek 
control of an entire area 











‘Tactics Successtut 

In practice. such tacties wore 
similar to thase employed during the 
Present fighting in Shansi, where, “if 
the Japanese push southwards, the 





Chinese forces will move northwards. 
Wherens if the Japanese push west- 
‘ward, the Chinese will move east~ 
ward! 

‘The success of such tactics, the 
Géneral went on, had been demons- 
trated by the fact that six Japanese 
divisions were at present stationed 
Shansi, "but are unable to control the 
province. 

‘The Japanese forces have so 
succeeded in occupying only a 
points over large, areas, he claimed, 
For example, they held only Tsing 
/Tsinan and Tsining in Shantung pro- 
vinee, and Wuhu, Anking, Hofel and 
Pengbu in Anhwel province, 

‘The Japanese, General Pai declared, 

‘must station troops at widely scatter- 
fed points in China, thereby restricting, 
their movement; whereas the Chinese 
army. from now on, would — strike| 
wherever they liked. 
‘The general, in conclusion, stated 
that the Chinese troops still occupy | 
sections of the Peiping-Hankow Rall- 
way, between Chengchow and Sin-

Open Door Bound 
With Integrity

“The principle of the Open Door 
fs inseparable from China's integrity, 
jand complete independence,” states 
Mr. Li Ti-tsu, Director of the Pub- 
lieity and Intelligence Department of 
the Chinese Foreign Ofiec, in a 
special article appearing inthis 
morning's “Ta Kung Pac 

“Only in an independent, Chin 
the article goes on to state, “will the 
Open Door be possible.” 

Mr. Li regrets the fact that the 
American Note of October 6, and also 
Lord Plymouth's statement “in the 
[House of Lords on December 7, 
‘though being weighty indictments of 
JJapan's discrimination against the 
Powers’ interests in China, failed to 
stress the basic condition ‘and prin 
ciples of the Open Door, which are 
the complete independence of China.” 
‘Mr. Li, who is the recognized 
spokesman of the Chinese Foreign 
OMe, refutes the Japanese conten- 
tion that Japan's conquest, of China 
Will not affect the Powers’ interests. 
He points out that "Seven years of 
JJapanese occupation in Manchuria 
have proved conelusively that there 
is no possibility of trade expansion 
by Third Powers in, the area under 
Japanese cecupation.”

Export of Chinese 
Goods Encouraged 


Shanghai, Dec. 13. 

In order to encourage ‘the export 
of native goods the Chinese govern- 
ment is now reported to be drafting 
‘a set of regulations governing the 
‘exemption of the export tax on goods 
that usually enjoy a good market in 
foreign countries. 

‘The Government is pushing the sale 
fof native goods in foreign countries 
in order to obtain foreign goods 
necessary for developing domestic in- 
Jdustries. As a preliminary step to- 
wards carrying out ‘the scheme. im- 
portant goods to be exported have 
‘been brought under the control of 
official firms. Wood oll and tea half 
‘into this category. it is stated. 

‘The Native Goods Examination 
‘Committee has been formed by the 
Government for the purpose of im- 
proving the quantity of them and of 
‘distinguishing them from Japanese 
goods. Native goods must be certified 
before they can be sold in the 
interior.

Ac- 
cording to a Chinese report, detailed 
regulations are being worked out by 
the Ministry of Justice to carry out 
the new judicial system and they are 
expected to be made public soon.

in Shanghai has been postponed, TL 
will be recalled that recently officials 
Jof the “Reformed Government” at 
Nanking decided to resume the oper 
tions of the Nantao District Court on 
‘the New Year's Day.

This huge undertaking goes back to that, 
day in 1538 when the large tomes were set 
ip in the parish churches. ‘The report quotes 
‘Alan Breck’s” version of what he thinks 
must have happened in those days when the 
Book arrived in an English village :— 


‘Then came a real sensation that set the 
village all agog with excitement, for a mes 
senger, arrived with one of the new-fangied 
printed books, and had delivered. it tothe 
parson. Right up to the Sunday the village 
buzzed with talk. The booke was this Tt was 
that. Tt was only lent for exhibition. It was 
in Latin. It was in English. Everyone chats 
tered.-and slowly the rumour gained ground 
that the strange book was a Bible, God's word, 
fand that it was in English and was to belong 
to the village, 10 be actually in the church 
for anyone to read. Not that anyone could 
Fead, for it was unlikely that the squire’s son, 
who had been to Oxford and knew nearly as 
uch as the parson, would read the new book 
to the villagers. 

‘The church was packed on Sunday, and 
when the time for the notices came in the 
‘mass, the silence was as deep as though it had 
bbeen the very consecration. So the book was 
for the village after all and it was the Bible 
in English, and the parson had to still the 
‘hum of conversation that threatened to bring 
the service to an end, ‘Then, when the mass 
as_over, someone bolder than’ the ‘rest 
actually stood up and bens parson 
end to them. Not that they had never beard 
any of the Bible in their own speech. but 
they understood that this was the whole Bible, 
and perhaps he would read something that 
they ‘had never heard—Noah and. the. flood. 
perhaps. that hitherto they had only known 
through the plays. So he read, and day after 
day people gathered to hear him, or the 
Squire's son, who, after all, was interested and 
willing to help, and the village stepped into 
a new world. 

A long fight had ended and those who insisted 

that the Word should be made accessible to 

all, after centuries of suffering had won the| 
day, and another foundation stone of British 
liberties had been laid. 

The financial statement at the end of the 
report serves quickly: to give some idea of 
the immensity of the work of spreading the| 
Knowledge of the Bible undertaken by this| 
society alone. No less a sum than £385,948] 
is accounted for of which £215,160 went for 
translating and publishing the Scriptures in- 
cluding the cost of freight and insurance. 
‘There are other expenses involved in the dis- 
tribution of the works amounting to something 
over £160,000, with but a small item of less} 
than £6,000 ‘for retiring allowances and) 
grants to dependents. On the income side 
sales of the Scriptures amounted to £154,-| 
691 with an additional income of £2,212 from 
the sale of magazines and literature, while] 
the rest of the money necessary for carrying} 
fon the work comes from subscriptions, con- 
tributions, receipts from special funds, legacies; 
and dividends. On the year’s working there] 
was an excess of expenditure over income of 
£7,256, A comparison of the cost of translat- 
ing’ and publishing, compared with the 
income derived from the sales of the products 
shows that this important work is being con- 
ducted at a loss, and a very substantial one] 
fat that, but there is no one who reads the} 
whole of the report who would suggest for 
‘one moment that the carrying on of such a 














‘work, even if it be yt a commercial loss, is, 


unjustified. Against whatever financial losses 
there may be, and they seem to be adequately 
covered from-other sources, must be placed| 
the very definite spiritual gains which are 
thus given to the world at large, so great as 
to be incapable of translation into terms of 
money. There are other societies doing 
similar work, and when their activities are 
taken into account it is apparent that the 
Church is very militant upon earth, and that 
the Bible is still its best weapon for combat- 
ting the forces of ignorance and evil. It is 
to be hoped that this activity will continue to 
grow with the years, for if ‘the Bible is|

A STATESMAN’S SPEECH j; 
Dec. 15. 
‘That the setbacks which Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain has recently received to his 
policy of general appeasement have in no) 
‘way daunted him is clear from the speech) 
which he made on Tuesday night at the! 
dinner of the Foreign Press Association. His! 
remarks were a clear exposition of what he’ 
has in mind, and though there may be cri 
cism of the means he has employed— 
criticism which cannot be wholly justified— 
there can be doubt of neither his determina- 
tion nor his transparent honesty, of purpose. 
He placed the issue fairly and squarely before 
his listeners when he summed it up as 
follow: 
‘Two courses were open: one was to make 
up one’s mind that war was inevitable, and 
to throw the whole of the country's energies 
into preparing for it, and the other was to 
make a prolonged and determined effort to 
eradicate possible causes of war and to try. 
‘out methods of personal contact and diseus~ 
sion, while, at the same time, proceeding 
with the armament necessary to restore the 
power of defence. 
In other words his policy is one of working 
for peace, but preparing against the even- 
tuality of war. In that statement is to be} 
found a complete answer to those who ask 
why, if Mr, Chamberlain believes in the| 
‘effectiveness of the Munich Pact, Great} 
Britain should be rearming at the rate she 
is. It is in the interests of peace that Great 
Britain should be fully prepared to defend 
herself, for a weak Britain would undoubted- 
ly be a direct enticement to war. ‘That need no’ 
necessarily mean that Britain is any more war- 
minded now than she has been in the past, 
or that the loyalty to the ideals of peace has) 
in any way been diminished, for it must be 
realized that, when the potential threats of 
danger which have been manifested of recent | 
months are taken into consideration, it would. 
be the height of foolishness not to get into 
‘a posture of effective defence as speedily as| 
possible. In this connection it is of interest 
to note that preparations of defence have now 
proceeded far enough for him to say with 
confidence that Britain is in a position to 
honour her obligations to those for whom she 
is responsible within the Empire as well as: 
the allies, That is all the more comforting. 
when the revelations of unpreparedness prior 
to and after the Czechoslovak crisis are re-| 
membered, and it is gratifying news to learn 
that those adjustments witzh have been made 
entitle him to make such a claim. 1 

‘The denial of aggressive purposes on the 
part of the British Government is of a picce 
with the whole of the British policy. It has 
been stated time and again that the present 
rearmament is for the purpose of defence 
only, but it has to be taken to such a degreo| 
that aggression by other nations will not only 
be rendered profitiess but actually dangerous 
to them. A weak Britain, in conditions such 
as they are, would be a direct menace to 
the peace of Europe. Mr. Chamberlain's ref- 
‘erence to the recent attacks of the German 
Press and particularly that made upon Earl 
Baldwin was but natural when all the 
circumstances are taken into consideration. 
‘Much complaint has been made of references| 
to German leaders in the British Press, and| 
@ considerable amount of susceptibility’ dis-| 
played, but the tirade of abuse poured out, 
upon Earl Baldwin must inevitably have| 
called forth the dignified protest which the 
Prime Minister made on Tuesday. If as it is} 
Suggested it was this passage which led to| 
the absence of the German diplomats and 
correspondents, it must be pointed out that, 
it compares very favourably indeed with| 
much that has appeared in the German press, 
in which connection the significance of the| 
behaviour complained of is to be found in 
the fact that the German Government can 
‘exercise a control over its journals, which has 
not yet by law been vested in the British 
Government, and is unlikely to be unless| 
‘some cataclysmic change occurs in the Con-| 
stitution. That the contents of a document, 
which was supposed to be completely con- 
‘dential until the speech was made, should 
‘have been divulged is an entirely different 
‘matter with which the Foreign Press Associa- 
tion may very well seek to concern itself.

It is some~ 
thing in the nature of an anti-elimax, that 
in this age it should be necessary for a Govern= 
ment o act in order to save a fool from his 
folly, but the success with which share-pushers 
have fleeced large numbers of the unsuspect- 
ing public of huge sums of money clearly 
proves that such legislation is necessary, That 
this is so is evidenced from the fact that the 
notorious Jacob Factor is estimated to have 
acquired no less a sum than £1,000,000 dur- 
ing eighteen months’ activity in England, to 
have succeeded in escaping to the United 

les and to have fought off all efforts for 
his extradition, while during the debate on 
the second reading, it was alleged that rogues 
responsible for these get-rich-quick schemes 
have succeded in defrauding the Britisi 
public of as much as £5,000,000 in a year. 
Human nature being what it is, with the 
desire for easy money, reinforced by an al= 
most incredible gullibility, it has become 
necessary for the State to protect these people 
who fall in hordes before the persuasive 
tongues of the high-powered salesmen who 
are used in this racket, Sir Arthur Bodkin’s 
Committee which was appointed to go into 
the matter in 1936 made as their main re- 
commendations : (1) the registration of all 
those carrying on business of dealing in 
stocks and shares : (2) action to prevent cir~ 
cularization for the purpose of getting people 
to enter into agreements to buy shares ; and 
(3) amendment of the Larceny Act so as to 
deal with the definition of false pretences, 
Registration will precede the issuance of 
licences by the Board of Trade which will 
‘be empowered to establish from time to time 
regulations, ete., under which such businesses 
shall be carried on, ‘Thus they will be able 
to deal with the approach of canvassers to 
non-clients which is so necessary if the 
share-pusher is to succeed, and it is hoped 
that eventually a system will be built up 
which will not only circumvent these very 
ingenious gentry but provide for increased 
punishment should they be so ill-advised as 
to continue their evil courses, 

‘Thus while it may not be possible to pre- 
vent all the irrégularities to which the Press 
repeatedly drawn attention, the fact that 
the penalty for making any false or mislead~ 
ing statement, promise or forecast will be 
increased from two to seven. years should 
have a completely deterrent effect. The 
Government in drafting the Bill consulted 
City interests, and the latter were prepared 
to accept certain inconveniences and some 
loss of dignity provided that by doing so 
the practice of share-pushing would be stop- 
ped. It is more than a little regrettable that 
coincident with the introduction of this legis- 
lation the Government has not thought fit 























to embark upon amendment of the libel law. 


Experience has shown that when newspapers 


in the course of their work have sought to 


expose these swindlers, the more daring of 
them, and those with most money at stake, 
have’ been able to avail themselves of the 
provisions of the law of libel as they stand 
at present to prevent a continuance of a 
newspaper's revelations, by filing an action

It is 
claimed that the “Daily Mail” has spent no 
ess a sum than £50,000 in exposing such 
rascals, but in doing so it has exposed itself 
to actions for libel, costly enough to prepare] 
‘aginst, but which were never ultimately 
taken into court, because in the meantime 
these swindlers had succeeded in making the’ 
money they were after, ‘The work of pro- 
{eeting widows and pensioners from the share 
shark is a task more for the law than the 
Press, but in the past it has been found| 
that the latter in its very correct endeavours; 
fas the public watchdog’ has been hampered 
‘and penalized by the law of libel in a man- 
her which should never have been allowed 
to occur. 

‘There would be much in the contention| 
that if people are betrayed by their own 
cupidity it is thelr fault, but it must be! 
remembered that astute men of the world 
very often fail to realize when the confidence 
trick in its many forms is being worked on’ 
them, and if they can be fooled how much 
easier must it be for the very plausible share- 
pusher to gull those unworldly types whieh 
still exist in uncomfortable proportions ? 
‘Obviously, with the provision that people 
dealing in stocks and shares have to be 
Hicenced, and registered, a very early remedy’ 
is placed in the hands of the authorities, for 
the dissemination of fraudulent cireulars by 
an unregistered and unlicenend person will 
be in itself a crime for which punishment 

provided. ‘This at least should serve to} 
put a quick termination to the activities of 
such people, ‘There appears to be one weak~ 
ness in the Bill with regard to the rogue 
who is described as “knowingly or reekless~ 
ly" making misleading statements. It places 
upon the authorities the onus of proving the 
man did know and was reckless of the 
falsity of his statements, where it would 
have been better to assume that the fact of 
the statements being false at the time they 
were made threw upon the defendant the 
onus of proving his ignorance of that fact. 
‘That, it might be claimed, is too much at 
variance with the spirit of the law, as re- 
quiring a defendant to prove a negative, but, 
where as in such cases the whole point at 
{sgue {s fraud, it does not seem too unteason- 
table that the defendant should be called upon 
to prove every indication of his alleged 
innocence. It is possible that during the 
committee stage certain weaknesses which 
have already been shown by critics of the 
proposed enactment will be tightened up. 
It is quite clear that if the eriminals at 
whom this legislation is aimed, realize that 
the new Inw will make it exceedingly dimicult| 
to “get away with it” they will be reluctant 
to run the great risk of receiving a very 
salutary sentence of imprisonment. For this 
reason it is suggested that the preventive 
side of this Bill should receive further atten- 
tion. Indeed that is imperative, for while 
A is satisfactory to know that specialists in 
this sort of crime will receive their just! 
deserts, it would be preferable to make sure’ 
that their expected victims will be protected 
by adequate deterrents. 








M, BONNET’S SPEECH 
Dec. 17, 

M. Georges Bonnet, French Foreign Minis- 
ter, in a speech before the Foreign Affairs] 
Committee of the Chamber of Deputies, has 
made the position of his government on two 
important points perfectly clear, and there 
cannot now be any possibility of further 
misunderstanding. In reply to Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain's recent remark that “Our re- 
lations with France are so close as to go) 
beyond mere legal obligations as they are! 
founded on an identity of interests," Ml. Bonnet, 
has clearly set forth the position of his own 
country. “I declare in the name of thel 
French Government that all the forces of! 
France would immediately and spontaneously 
be utilized for the defence of Great Britain’ 
in the event of unprovoked aggression.” This 
‘emphatic reaffirmation of Anglo-French 
solidarity is of paramount importanee, clearly 
defining the position of the two Powers for| 
the general enlightenment of the world, and: 
involving implications which should not be| 
without some influence upon political trends| 
in the Far Enst. It was indeed only to be 
expected that this would be the case, but the 
speech is interesting as placing on record 
that recent attempts to drive a wedge be- 
tween the two countries have failed, and) 
further that by reason of this clarification, 
undeniable bonds have undoubtedly been 
fighteried. That is all to the good, for the| 
removal of any uncertainty in this respect] 
may prove to be one of those factors tending! 
towards peace, which it is claimed was absent 
in 1914 owing to the alleged ambiguity of 
Great Britain's position with regard to Bel- 
gium. ‘Their community of interests, and 








the democratic ideals, of which the two] 
chief ‘champions in Europe 
today, make it imperative that they should 


nations are thi 





stand together, for it ever there were danger 
iit the disunion of the two countries it would 
be in times such as these. ‘The Anglo-Ger- 
man Non-aggression Pact, the similar docu- 
ment concluded between’ France and Ger- 
many, as well as the Anglo-Italian| 
‘Accord are now placed in their proper| 
perspective, they are more or less guaranteed| 
‘as instruments of peace by the very| 
‘manifest completeness of the Anglo-French! 
understanding. 

‘The second point which M. Bonnet has] 
made quite clear is with regard to the re- 
cently commenced agitation in Italy for the| 
return of territory which it is claimed should 
be regarded as Italian, In this connection it 
should be pointed out that the demonstration 

which Italian deputies clamoured_for| 
Tunisia has been disavowed by the Italian 
Government. As to the validity of that 
disavowal there will be varying opinions, but 
the fact that there have been two such de- 
monstrations in a country, regimented in the 
way that Italy is, must naturally carry more 
‘weight than were their spontaneity complete- 
ly unquestionable. At the moment Italy has 
made no such claims, and it is possible she 
never will, but the ' existence of such an| 
agitation and the possibility of such a demand| 
eventually being made must have an un~ 
fortunate tendency upon the development of 
better relations between the two countries. 
‘M, Bonnet has stated quite definitely that 
France would never agree to surrender the 
slightest part of her territory to Italy, and 
that ony such claim would result in war. It 
is probable that what the Foreign Minister 
actually said was that any attempt to force 
such a claim would lead to that very deplor- 
able event, and as at present no such claim 
has been made it may be regarded rather 
a3 an academic point than an issue in 
practical polities. The provision of the] 
Anglo-Italian Accord, guaranteeing the main-| 
tenance of the status quo in the Mediterranean| 
may be taken as a factor operating against 
the formulation of any such demands in the 
near future, and it is to be assumed that 
in any formal rapprochement between Paris} 
and Rome a similar provision would be 
sought in the document recording it. Even| 
if it wore not, Italy appears to be estopped 
from making any such demands by the Anglo- 
Italian agreement, for obviously any attempt| 
to change existing conditions in the Mediter- 
Yanean would amount to a nullification of! 
that instrument and a very definite deteriora-| 
tion in the relations of the two countries 
which have been mended at the expense of] 
a great deal of trouble. 
It is by no means clear that there is any’ 
very real merit in this Italian agitation. At} 
the very most it-seems to be nothing more 
than an Abyssinian afterthought, though it 
might have been started for the ‘purpose of 
gaining concessions elsewhere, notably at] 
Djibouti, the maritime terminus of the rail 
way to Addis Ababa. If that is indoed the 
case, it is clearly covered by the dectaration 
of M. Bonnet quoted above. As part of 
French territory it will not be abandoned 
even at the expense of war. In the cabled| 
reports of M. Bonnet’s speech there are no 
references to eastern Europe, and the attitude 
which France is likely to adopt in the event| 
of there being further movements for the 
extension of German influence in that area. 
Franco-Polish relations have undergone | 
‘substantial change during the past few years, 
‘and the ties which bound the countries to- 
gether are in all probability by no means| 
as strong as they originally were. That doc: 
not necessarily mean that what are said to be| 
German ambitions in that part of the world| 
will be fulfilled without trouble, for there| 
must undoubtedly be opposition on the part| 
of Russia, which could not lightly afford to| 
see the establishment of an independent | 
‘Ukraine, even if Poland were also obliged| 
to contribute her portion to such a creation, 
In this connection the situation is not clear. 
While it is claimed that the manner of the 
solution of the Czechoslovak erisis placed 
considerable strain upon Franco-Soviet_un- 
dortakings these latter have not yet been 
denounced, and, that being the case, there 
is always the possibility of their being invoked 
should the German trend towards the cast 
become too embarrassing. The situation is 
obviously an interesting one, in which there 
is important play of factors which are at| 
present imponderable, but which might be- 
come very apparent if and when future crises| 
arise. Be that as it may the most important| 
point at the moment is that the attitudes of 
Britain and France on certain well-defined 
problems have been clearly enunciated, per- 
mitting of no future misunderstanding, and 
giving Europe generally emphatic notice of 
where the two nations stand. 

















HELP FOR CHINA 
Dec. 19. 

‘The possibility that the new export credit 
‘scheme devised by the British Government, 
and the loan which has been arranged in the 
United States may serve to render that as- 
sistance to China of which she is in such 
need cannot be overlooked. That it is some- 
what belated is apparent, but in matters of 
this nature “belter late than never” is a 








proverb which ean be ‘most aptly applied. 
Bhe ‘signifcance to be found in this Tatest 
development, that the attitude of Great 
Britain and the United States is stiffening, is 
most heartily to be welcomed, for while there 
is every sympathy with the perplexities which 
‘confront the two Governments, there has been 
{in the Far East a growing anxiety lest there 
[should be a general failure to realize the 
[growing seriousness of the situation here. 
Details of how it is proposed in London to 
give China the benefits of the operation of 
the export credits scheme are not at 
the moment available, but it is believed 
in well-informed quarters that £450,000 will 
be inade available for the purchase of capital 
goods obviously with the idea of strengthen 
ing. the Chinese Government's means of 
[communication with the outside world through 
Burma, This together with the American 
loan of £5,000,000 should enable China to 
develop her trade through practically the only 
channel which is now left open. Tt would 
not be unreasonable to suppose that there is 
in financial circles, both in the United States 
and Great Britain, no very great enthusiasm 
fover the making ‘of loans to China upon a 
purely commercial basis, for obviously such 
Wwould, in the present circumstances, have 
about ‘them the nature of gambling’ upon 
China's political future, and be of such 
‘economic recklessness as not to be particularly 
‘commendable. But it is clear from the re~ 
ported contents of the new British proposals 
‘concerning export credits, that the intention is 
that they may be extended in the light of 
political as well as commercial considerations. 
In other words where as an ordinary com- 
mercial proposition, the granting of export 
credits need not necessarily commend them- 
selves to financiers, political considerations 
may setve to make such a step desirable. 
However distasteful the fact of such assist 
ance being given to China may be to the gov- 
‘ernment of Japan, there need be no misgivings 
fas to the propriety of the proposed step. 
‘China is just as entitled to buy in the markets 
of the world as is Japan in the light of the 
peculiar circumstances attending Sino-Japan- 
ese hostilities. The fact that financial assist- 
ance is being given to make such purchases 
possible carries the matter no further, for it 
Is quite clear that if such trade is permissible 
then s0 also must be whatever means are 
considered necessary for financing it. Even 
if a declared state of war existed there would 
be no material change in the position, for 
during the Great War Germany could, tp to 
the entry of the United States into the 
struggle, have purchased material from 
‘America, if thad not been for the substantial 
obstacle ‘of the blockade. In this connection 
the comparative smallness of the sum which 
the British Government apparently intends to 
make available to China has no very import 
ant significance. Tt is to be assumed that 
the effectiveness of that amount. depends 
‘entirely upon the rate with which China can 
Fedeom those credits, for the faster she is 
fable to do so, the more often can that sum 
be turned over for her benefit. ‘The same 
‘consideration applies to the whole of this new 
fexport eredit system, and the importance of 
the proposed £10,000,000 depends entirely 
upon the facility with which the sum can be 
repaid by the debior nations, and the speed 
‘with whieh it can be reemployed. Of course, 
it will be readily admitted that the loss which 
might be incurred for political reasons is con 
sequently limited to so small a sum, but the 
effectiveness of the scheme depends very 
largely upon the financial means. taken by 
China to reduco the commercial risks which 
for the moment political reasons are to be 
permitted to offset. There will be some who 
‘will look askance at what appears to be an 
instance of unorthodox international. finane- 
ing, but this is not the first case in which 
money has been used for political purposes 
and will in all probability not be the last. 
‘The effect of this new departure upon 
Japaneso opinion will naturally be watched 
with considerable interest. ‘That Tokyo will 
be annoyed may be taken for granted. ‘The 
Japanese Government has repeatedly’ com- 
plained against the foreign assistance given 
to China ; China has been just as bitterly re- 
proachful over its alleged absence, and it has 
been shown once again that the policy of 
neutrality satisfies no one, even though in 
this instance what is still 'a-practice of the 
same doctrine does operate to some extent 
to the benefit of China’ If that indeed proves 
fo be the case Japan has only herself to 
blame. ‘The notorious and sinister disregard 
fof the rights of foreign neutrals in. this 
‘country tends to invite no special consider: 
tion so far as the offending nation is con- 
cerned, especially when, in all the circum. 
stances, what Great Britain and the United 
States ‘contemplate doing constitutes no in- 
fringement of international Jaw, oF of the 
noutrality which they have so. strictly 
Jobserved. ‘The Japanese Government may be 
[confidently expected to complain. when the 
detalls of these schemes are officially’ dis- 
closed, but it will bo a complaint in which 
thero ‘will be no real merit, for . similar} 
accommodation would be extended to Japan, 
without any breach of neutrality were she! 
o ask for it and were it deemed advisable: 
{to grant such a request. . In the elreumstances, 
however, it should be made quite plain 
that what Washington and Whitehall ‘pro- 
pose doing, is merely something which they 
[could have done at any time since the com- 
mencement of the “China Incident,” and the

The Late Mr. Browett 


‘The death on Dec, 14 at the ripe old age of 76 
years, of Mr, Harold Browett, senior mem- 
ter of the Bar of H.M, Supreme Court, and a 
fesident in Shanghai for fifty-one ' years, 
removes another of those links with old 
‘Shanghai, the number of which now is becom- 
ing all too small, “He was what he called him- 
self, a “family solicitor” of the old type, well 
read, learned in his profession, and gifted with 
an old-world courtesy which endeared him to 
‘ll with whom he came in contaet. His work 
did not bring him so often Into court as other 
practitioners, but when he did appear he was 
fuite able to give a good account of himself 
and his case, Browett was another of those| 
men who not only delighted in his own work, 
but took a pride in serving the communi 
‘Thus on arriving in Shanghai he joined 
Coy, $.V.C, with which he served for two 
years, after ‘which he Joined the reserves. He 
was One of the first to join the Special Police, 
remaining with them long enough to earn the 
long service medal, Up until comparatively 
recently he led a most active life in the ser- 
viee of Shanghai as a member of various com- 
mittees where his long knowledge of local 
conditions often proved of the utmost valu 
Gifted with a quict sense of humour he was 
most delightful when reminiscing on Shanghai, 
‘and his excellent memory made him a very 
lweful source of reference, especially to some 
of the older newspapermen’ who remember well 
the courtesy with which he did his best to help 
them in their work, Indeed the whole of his 
life was dedicated to the service of his fellows, 
and amongst the many fine men, past and 
present members of the British Bar in China, 
Browett will always be remembered for th 
Ungrudging manner in which he gave of his 
lime to be of assistance in matters not im- 
mediately connected with his profession.

‘Then there is the new highway that 
hhas been constructed recently by the 
Japanese army. It runs from the 
Japanese Concession to the ex-Ger- 
man Bund, and skirts the British and 
French Concessions. The Japanese 
claim that this road has been built 
solely to enable the military to bring 
jup their supplies “and men without 
Jhaving to. pass through the conces- 
sions, ‘which used to lead to constant 
disputes. Nevertheless, it is regarded 
with suspicion by the foreign com- 
munity as part of the plan. for a 
blockade of the concessions. And this 
view has been strengthened by the 
rumour that the Japanese military 
recently tried to get the Maritime 
[Customs to move their offices out of 
the French Concession, 

‘Many people believe that, if the 
JJapaneso' military cannot get thelr 
so-called grievances agninst the con- 
cessions redressed, they will proceed 
to stronger measures, either ‘by an 
economic blockade, by stopping ship- 
ping from coming’ up to the British 
and French Concessions, or even by 
throwing a cordon around them and 
making it impossible for the Chinese 
to enter. How much truth there is 
‘in such fears, only the future ean 
show. But the situation of foreign 
trade in Tientsin and of the foreign 
Jeommunity generally "is no less 
precarious than in Shanghai and in 
some ways even worse.

Price by Law | 


‘Tokyo, Dec. 17. 

Legislation to cherier a 'semi-official 
‘company styled the Rice Corporation 
capitalized at ¥.30,000,000 to control 
rice distribution throughout the ma- 
tion will be sought by the govern 
ment at the forthcoming session. of 
the Diet which opens ‘on Decem- 
ber 24. 

Plans for the new company were 
formulated on the basis of recom- 
mendations of a rice distribution 
committee which has been studying 
‘question of supply and consumption 
of the staple food of the Japancse 
people for the past year. 

‘The new corporation, which wes 
forecast by the rice control law en- 
acted in 1933, will replace the exist- 
ing rice exchange by establishing and 
managing rice markets in important 
distribution centres, condueting trans- 
‘actions and supervising storage and 
transportation of the grain. 


Speculation to Be Banned 


After organization of the corpora 
tion all speculative ‘transactions in 
rice will be forbidden and dealings 
will be limited to spot transactions.

Police parties were mainly busy along Brenan and Kinnear 
Roads whilst Italian troops were understood to be patrolling Jess~ 
field Road which forms part of their defence sector. 


Earlier in the afternoon, at about 
840 o'clock, a small Italian patrol 
Which had Just engaged in Lane 174 
Brenan Road on a “routing patrol 
duty, is understood to have ‘been 
fired’ upon froma house, Imme~ 
diately" reinforcements were, rushed 
up and thrown around the lane, a 
number of Talian offers and oM- 
clals from Bubbling Well Police 
station searching for suspects in the 
varlous houses and attempting to 
find the used cartridge case. Whilst 
this was not found, at least one 
suspect who had been running in 
one of the alleyways when the 
Patrol consisting of an officer and 
four men, was passing, was appre- 
hended and is at present being ques- 
tioned. ‘He claims to be a workman 
in one of the factories in the lane 
and is understood to have told 
Investigating ofeers that he knew 
nothing. 

‘A high police official questioned 
im the later part of the afternoon, 
with regard to the inerease in_ armed 
crime in the  vielnity of Brenan 
Piece, sald that the police were tak- 
ng an increasingly’ serious view of 
the situation as between 30 and 40 
‘armed robberies had been committed 
within the last month as ‘compared. 
to the three or four that were the 
average there prior to hostilities, Tn 
view of the fact, however, that the 
lerritories do not fall under the 
Jurisdiction of the Council, the police

Big Gang Responsib 

‘The armed gangs operating in the 
district, are belleved to be numerous, 
fithough™ ballistic evidence goes 10 
prove that one big gang in particular 
Weresponsible. for the. majority: ot 
crimes committed inthe district in 
Fecent weeks, “It has been found 
that besides pistols, rifles are also in 
the possession of the criminals, who 
pear to be well supplied” with 
arms. and ‘who seem {0 feel quite 
tafe In Japanese controlled terrlory 
inasmuch as that only a small num- 
ber of ‘Ta ‘Tao policemen ‘are armed, 
the remainder earrying. batons only, 

‘Evidently. the large. number" of 
gambling dens in the vieinty of the 
area, is to 0 great extent responsible 
for the increase "in armed” crime 
there.

‘Although preparations for last 
night's activity of the police, has 
been under way for the past num- 
ber of days, the various incidents 
loceurring since Friday, seem to have 
been responsible for the speed and 
efficieney’ with which the various 
police parties performed their duties 
In the district last night 

‘Before daybreak yesterday, a coolle 
who was pulling a cart loaded with 
fold tron bed-steads, was shot at and 
killed by Japanese sentries at the 
corner of Tungsing and Keswick 
Roads after he had not used the 
road, crossing barbed wire defences 
which separated the Japanese occu~ 
pled territory from the British sector. 
‘The vietim whose name was given 
jas Tsang Kuo-tsal, 39, was rushed 
to the ed Cross hospital on Avenue 
Haig but was found to have died 
fon the way. It is understood that 
British and Japanese military au- 
thorities are ‘at present investigating 
the incident as statements of what 
actually happened at the time are 
contradictory, certain quarters. al 
Ing that the Japanese had actually 
fired at the colle when he had 
already reached the British sector. Tt 
was also reliably learned last night 
that a joint meeting of British and 
Japanese military authorities is to 
take place in the near future regard- 
ing the occurrence, but nothing 
definite could be learned. 

‘Trucks Filled With Police 

A visit to the area, made by a re- 
resentative of the  “North-China 
Daily News" shortly after midnight, 
revealed that the police were pre- 
pared to fight if necessary. Whilst 
heavy P.W.D. trucks were still rush~ 
ing knife-edged barbed-wire barri- 
‘eades to various strategic points, 
particularly the vicinity of Jessteld 
Park, smaller trucks were manned by 
foreign and Chinese members of the 
Riot Squad. ‘The foreigners for the 
greater part, being armed with sub- 
machine guns whilst Chinese con- 
stables on duty at the various points, 
held their pistols in hand. 

‘The usually very lively district last 
night resembled in every respeet the 
atmosphere to which Shanghai had 
been “accustomed during hostilities, 
Hardly anybody: was to be seen on 
the streets whilst as early as Il 
o'clock, nearly all the shops were 
closed.’ In front of the barbed-wire 
borricades, C.P.Cs were posted in 
large numbers at least one Italian 
military patrol being seen marching 
along | Brenan Road with fixed 
boyonets, 

At 1245 o'clock, no arrests had as 
yet been made and according toa 
police oficial none were expected os 
{t was not anticipated that any  un- 
toward incident would occur tinless 
the gangsters should choose to open 
fire on the polee. 

‘The Reserve Unit was continuous- 
ly ‘patrolling the district while at 
least five police vans packed with 
CPCs were slowly proceeding down 
Jesfield Road, ready to dash to ony

Export Tariffs in 
Shanghai 


Shanghai, Dec. 15. 
“changes in export tariffs are 
taking place so quickly that the 
‘Customs cannot keep up with them, 
‘was the declaration of a Customs 
‘official, according to a correspondent 
‘at yesterday's press conference. He 
cited the case of a private individual 
‘who wished to export a fur coat 
‘The gentleman approached the Cus- 
toms and was told that there was 
no export duty, but two days later 
fon shipment, he was charged $21.40. 


Commenting on the statement, the 

Japanese Embassy spokesman stated 
that he had no knowledge of any 
‘changes in the tarrifs since the pro 
jmulgation of the new rates last 
spring. 
‘The correspondent added that he 
had tried to obtain a copy of the 
tariffs from the Custom House, but 
was told that the only copy was in 
the Japanese language and was 
somewhere in Hongkew—would the 
Embassy spokesman clarify the posi- 
tlon? In reply the latter stated that 
the spring tariff had boen printed 
and distributed; it was a matter for 
the Customs to handle and not the 
Japanese. 

‘To another question, the Embassy 
‘spokesman stated thatthe Customs 
took their instructions from the 
Ministry of Finance ot the “Re- 
formed Government.” 

Interrogated regarding impositions 
such as the likin and other taxes 
which were being collected in the 
‘Shanghai area, the spokesman placed 
himself on record as saying that the 
“Customs only had authority to col- 
ect duties, others were illegal” 

He promised to obtain such in- 
formation, however, that was avall- 
able regarding tariffs,

Efforts to Break 
Ban on Rice 


Shanghai, Dec. 14. 

As a counter policy against the 
restrictions placed by the Shanghai 
Municipal Council on the exporta- 
tion of rice in Shanghai to outports 
especially to northern ports, mer- 
chants from the north who have 
failed to buy rice in Shanghai are 
now reported to be co-operating 
with the Japanese in sending rice 
right from the Japanese-oceupied di 
friets in the interior to North Chin 
‘Only ‘Yangtszepoo is made a place 
of call by rice boats from the interior, 
it fs stated, 

Rice dealers in Shanghai are sald 
fo be viewing the situation with 
anxiety and so are the Chinese people 
here who do not like to see rice 











Curfew Waived for 
Holidays 
Shanghai, Dec. 20. 

‘The Japanese naval spokes- 
man stated yesterday that the 
Japanese naval authorities had 
waived the curfew regulations 
north of the Soochow Creek, 
inside the Settlement limits on 
the nights of December 24, 25, 
31 and January 1, for third 
party nationals only.

It fs stated by rice dealers here that 
the number of rice boats arriving in 
Shanghai has been decreased in view 
‘of the direct transportation scheme 
worked out by rice buyers from the 
north, 

Although the new scheme of ob- 
taining rice by northern dealers may 
not affect Shanghai at present as 
there are 700,000 bags of rice stored 
in various Shanghai godowns, it will 
do so if matters are allowed to take 
their natural course. Shanghai 
godowns are filled with so much rice 
‘at present that dealers have stopped. 
importing rice to this eity from Tice- 
producing distelets, Chinese reports 


Some weeks ago, it will be récalled, 
Fice dealers here agitated for per~ 
mission to export rice to outports 
‘They asked the Customs authorities 
to lift the ban on interest transporta- 
tion of rice but their request was 
turned down on the ground that their 
appeal should ‘first be accepted by 
Settlement authorities. To meet the 
merchants half way, the Shanghal 
Municipal Council ‘recently allowed 
only 50,000 ‘bags of rice to be ex- 
ported to outports. As to the future 
Policy no official predictions have 
been made. 

‘The Chinese people have been op- 
posing the exporting of rice to out- 
Ports from Shanghal because they 
fear also that rice, especially that 
which is detined for North China, 
may not be for the civilian use. 
They do not desire to experience a 
rice shortage having once had the 
painful experience. Besides the off

From Royalty downwards—for the] 
Duke of Kent, as Prince George, 
served In the Bee on the Yangtze—| 
‘there will be many who reeall both 
dangerous and pleasant experiences as| 
members of the gunboat’s crew as she 
earried them through the Mediter~ 
yanean, the River Tigris and Far East 
fern waters, During recent years her| 
name has become even more widely| 
Jmown as a result of adventures on 
the Yangtze during the hostilities. 

For some Weeks past the Bee’ has 
oceupied a berth at the British naval| 
Buoys in the Whangpoo River, follow- 
ing a lengthy sojourn at the Yangtze- 
poo Dockyards where she was stripped 
Of her guns and other machinery prior 
to being offered for sale. As she left 
the dock some weeks ago there must 
have been many whose minds flew 
back to that memorable day in 1016 
when she slipped down the stocks of| 
the Ailsa shipyard to commence her 
career as a small but very important 
unit of the Royal Navy, 


‘War Service 

‘The second of her name, the frst 
Bee was a serew paddle tug of 1 
tons displacement built at Chatham 
‘and launched on February 29, 1042, 































Rear-Admiral R. V. Holt, 
the Present Rear-Admiral, Yangtze. 


MS. Bee is of 645 tons displacement 
‘and was built by the Ailsa Company’ 
during the Great War. Completed in 
1916, she left ‘Troon on March 22 of| 
that' year for Milford Haven and later 
for ‘service in the Mediterranean. 
Reaching Port Said in Octobor 101 

she was employed on Suez Canal ser- 
vieo from then until May 1017. In| 
June of that year the Bee served in 
Mesopotamia on the River Tigris. In, 
January, 1018 she lett for the Far East 
arriving at the China Station in April, 
having made the passage from Muscat 
to Hongkong in three months. Ar 
riving at Shanghai in the same month, 
HMS. Bee commenced her twenty 
years service up and down the Yang 
tze from that date. 

From May to October 1921, the Bee 
was converted into a flagship for the| 
Rear-Admiral, Yangtze, and it was in| 
this year that her lines were altered. 
Built originally as a gunboat of the| 
Insect class her six inch gun was re-| 
moved and the Admiral's quarter| 
placed in that position. Some years 
Inter, in the summer of 1928, the fore-| 
‘most six inch gun was removed and 
a wardroom erected on the forecastle. 
Since her arrival In China waters the 
Bee served under many distinguished 
officers of the Navy who, at the time, 
gccupled the office of Rear Admiral, 
‘Yangtze.

Kuling, mountain holiday resort 


now surrounded by Japanese troops, a party of 48 evacuees, mostly 
women and children, arrived in Shanghai yesterday morning aboard 


the Japanese Army transport Omi 


Maru (3,393 tons) which berthed 


at the D.K.K, Wharf, Yangtszepoo shortly before 11 o'clock, The 
evacuation of the party was effected after negotiations lasting three 
weeks between the British and American authorities and Chinese 
ollicials, and foreign officers, who carried out the talks before 
arrangements were made to remove the people, were obliged to 
puss through the Japanese lines at the foot of the Lushan moun- 


wins and the Chinese defences erected on the higher slopes. 


Originally scheduled to leave on. 
the U.S.S, Monocacy which was await. 
ing their arrival at Kiukiang, the 
evicuees sailed at dawa on Dec, 1 
from that port on the military trans- 
port after ‘making the journey down | 
the mountain slopes escorted by 
Uritish and American naval officers.

Shanghai, Dec. 14. 
Christmas and the New Year are 
fast approaching. As all Russian 
holidays. are celebrated with great 
‘astronomical gusto, a special table 
groaning under food spread in tempt- 
ing abundance awaits all guests that, 
by custom, visit a household on New 
Year's Day and on the first day of 
Christmas. (The same table is laid 
‘out in similar fashion on Easter). The 
host or hostess receives them around, 
the table or even at the table itself 
‘Wines and the inevitable vodkas oc- 
‘cupy, by time-honoured tradition, a 
table of their own. As Christmas is 
the Season for fish, salted and smoked 
salmon and sturgeon, sardines and 
‘anchovies, stand in imposing array 
‘around the iced black caviar, both 
fresh and tinned. In close attendance 
are ham, legs of iamb and mutton, the 
latter spiced with garlic, geese, fried 
‘and smoked ducks, pheasants,” part- 
ridges, bolled and fried pork, smoked 
tongue, stuffed chicken, all forms of 
Sausage and salads, and so on. So 
that after visiting two or three of 
these hospitable homesteads on New 
‘Year's Day, one has eaten enough to 
last for the whole of the following 
‘week. 








Epicureanism 


‘Thousands of books have been 
written on Russian epicureanism. No 
famous writer, whether French, Ger- 
man, or English, who visited Russia 
fever’ failed to describe Russian 
‘meals—meals that lasted for hours on 
fend and took on the form of pompous 

1d tradition-flled messes. All that 
hhas been wiped out by the Revol 
tion. But even representatives of 
the new regime often astound diplo- 
mats and politicians of Paris, London 
‘and even Berlin with lavish recep- 
tions in’ which ‘caviar from. the 
sturgeon of the White Sea and cham~ 
pagne from Crimea play a liberal 
part. When the . famous French 
writer Alexandre Dumas first tasted 
sturgeon with horse-radish while 
staying with the Narishkins in Russia, 
hhe found it so much to his tiking that 
he immediately got himself a Russian 
chéf and took him back to France. 
For all that, however, he evinced no 
admiration ‘for the famous Russian 
cabbage “schi", held that the 
word "sch!" was really Chinese and 
wrote home to his friends informing 
that “this soup made out of cabbage 
is in need of sweeping reforms, whien 
Tam thinking of undertaking myself 
‘Unfortunately his death prevented 
hhim from reforming this soup, and 
Russians today continue to take de- 
ight in it, both in Russia and 
abroad, 

















‘An Imperial Menu 


Emperor Alexander If confessed a 
weakness for cutlets from wood—hen. 
He was interested in gastronomy in 
general, and always prepared the 
‘menu for official dinners himself, 
One of these Imperial menus which 
was conserved for posterity in Paris 
contains a dish that today can be 
Imagined only with effort—a sort of 
pudding made from the gramille fish 
which are known for their tenderness 
and aroma (timbale de Vershis). 
‘Wines occupy an important place 
in Russian gastronomy. One of the 
best-loved beverages was . sherry, 
which was taken not only with soup 
butwith practically every course of 
the meal. But then it must be said

The Day of St. George 


With special pomp and cireum= 
stance military circles in the colony 
celebrated, on December 9, the Day 
of St. George—the patron of the 
order that was in Russia given only 
for acts of conspicuous bravery per~ 
formed on the battle fleld, Before 
the Revolution there were two forms 
of this order—one for ofeers, the 
other for soldiers.

man who received it also received a 
Lutte of nobility that could be handed 
down in his family. It was given 
only on the recommendation of a 
special Counell made up of Cavaliers 
of this order. Few were the officers 
who had the St, George's Cross. of 
the third class, and those who in the 
history of the Imperial Army and 

'y received the second and first 
classes were known by everyone as 
heroes among heroes, 

‘There were only eight orders in 
the Russian Empire, and the gross- 
‘meister of them all’ was the Tsai 
Annually, on December 9, a prayer 
service is held in the St, Nicholas 
military church in Shanghai, and_is 
followed by a dinner in the Ex- 
Officer's Club attended not only by 
the Cavaliers of the Order of St.

In October 1936 the Council decided 
tut with effect from January 1, 1937, 
te P.MA-A. contribution should be 
obtained by ‘means of an increase in 
‘ne public rickshaw licence fee {tom 
$2.00 to $3.50 per mensom, the rental 
charge for each public rickshaw to 
hye 77 cents per day. “Whilst the con- 
tribution thus obtained technically 
forms part of the Couneil’s ordinary 
income, the Counell in its diseretion 
carmarks it as a grant from the Coun- 
cil to the P.MLAA, 

Problems affecting the rickshaw 
industry arose from the hostilities last 
iuitumn, Tt was necessary for the 
Couneil to reconeile the claim of the 
PMLAA. to maintenanee of its 
revenue at the full standard rate of 
51.50 per rickshaw monthly, and the 
claim of the public rickshaw owners 
that they had only been able to 

eet from the pullers a daily 
rental considerably below the au 
thorized rental of 77 cents, 


Emergency Conditions 

‘The necessity for reduction of the 
rental charge by the owner to the 
puller was attributed by the owners 
mainly to the curfew restrictions and 
the reduced area in which rickshaws 
could ply. In addition the owners 
claimed that the industry had suf 
fered from labour disruption due to 
the hostilities and also from the loss 
of many rickshaws. On its part the 
P.M.A.A. was naturally concerned to 
remain ‘in receipt of ‘contributions 
which would permit the continuance 
of its service to the pullers. 

For the months of September and 
October, 1937, the P.MAA.A. contri 
bution was waived by the Council 
and the authorized rental charge 
was correspondingly reduced. The 
P.MLA.A. was advised to draw upon 
Us reserves to tide over the emer- 
weney period. 

In November 1997 » special com- 
mittee was set up to advise the 
Council upon the whole matter of 
the effect of the emergency upon the 
‘ekshaw industry. Upon the recom- 
nondation of this committee, the 
Counell approved the collection’ of 50 
cents per vehicle towards the P:MLA.A. 
funds for the month of November, 
1997, and $1.00 monthly thereafter 
until the removal of curfew restric- 
tions, when the standard collection 
of $1.50 would be resumed, Corres 
vondingly the owners may’ not until 
then impose the full authorized rental 
charge. 4This decision stands today 
sand $1.00 only has been collected as 
P.MLA.A. monthly contribution, own- 
cers being allowed to charge a’ rental 
‘of 75 eonts per rickshaw per day.

More German Jews 
Due Here Soon 


Tokyo, Dec. 16. 

Over 4,000 Jews trom Europe will 
and in Shanghai in the near future, 
spokesman of the Japanese For: 
eign Oifice reveaied today. OF these, 
several hundreds will Iand on Decem= 
ber 20, having made their Journey in 
the Malian steamer Conte Blanea- 
mano, and a further 2,000 to 3,000 are 
now en route to Shanghai, About 
1,000 are from Germany and the re- 
‘maining group composed of refugees 
from Ialy, most of thom being also 
German. 

Whether the Jews will be granted 
permission to reside permanently in 
Shanghai depends on, the decision.

Concession Telephone 
Break Under Repair 


Shanghai, Dee. 16. 

‘Telephone subscribers in the area 
bounded by Avenue Foch, Avenue 
Joffre, Rue Cardinal Mercier and 
Route’ Lorton have suffered some in- 
‘convenience duting the past two days 
due to an accident which damaged 
fone of the main feeder cables during 
work on water mains in Avenue dit 
Rol Albert. 

This accident placed a 900 pair 
cable and certain branch cables en- 
tirely out of commission, and rend- 
ered It necessary 10 replace a length 
‘of 300 fect in the underground ducts. 


‘The trouble immediately bocame 
apparent by its effect on the exchange 
equipment, and was speedily located 
bby means of special testing apparatus 
maintained by the Telephone Com- 
pany for this purpose. Since the 
aflernoon of December 13, repairmen 
have been working day and night to 
restore service as quickly as possible, 
but sinee the work involves making 
no less than 4800 single wire splices, 
and because each individual wir 
must be spliced to its correct coun- 
terpart, it is not expected that the 
last line will be fully restored before 
this evening, 

‘An oflicial of the Company express- 
ed regret for the unavoidable ineon- 
venience to the public and stated that 
300 lines already had been restored 
up to 8 am. yesterday also that every 
effort is being made in the interests 
of the subseribers.

Mr, Harold Browett 
Shanghai, Dee. 15. 





Mr, Harold Browelt, senior membe:| 
of the Bar of H.M. Supreme Court in| 
China, and for ‘fiy-one years a re-| 


sident! of Shanghai, a very rare re-| 
cord in. the local ‘community, died 
Sesterday afternoon in his 77th year. 
‘MM, Browett was also one of the very| 
Tow honorary members of the Shang-| 
Fal Club. 

"A native of Birmingham, Mr. 
Browett always deseribed himself as| 
‘a "family solicitor,” whose shelves in. 
the Diekensian-like office in Museum, 
Road held one of China's finest col-| 
Jections and most complete legal] 
fitbravies. Me came to Shanghai in 
1997, joining “B" Company S.V.C. 
shorily after his arrival; he remained 
with that company for {wo years and. 
then spent thirteen years in the Re- 
serve Company, of which he was| 
honorary. secretary. 

‘On September 26 of this year he| 
celebrated the fifty-first_ anniversary’ 
fof his admission to practice at the 
Bar of the Supreme Court here. As 
far baek as 1932 he was senior mem- 
ber of the Bar and in that year he| 
received a letter signed by the Judges, 
Registrar, the Chief Clerk and all 
members’ of the Bar congratulating 
him upon. what was then the 45th 
anniversary of his admission to 
practiee, 











An Address 
In the address it was pointed out 
‘that prior to the date of his admission 
‘only 29 names were entered upon the 
Roll while since that time (until 1932) 
no less than 181 names had been 
added thereto. The address _was 
signed by Judge Sir Peter Grain, 
Judge P. Grant Jones, Mr. C,H. 
Haines, ‘Registrar, and 31. others, 
among whom was Judge Sir Allan 
Mossop, then practising at the Bar. 

‘A witness of Shanghai's remarkable! 
developments, Mr. Browett has seen 
many changes in’ the port. During 
the course of his long career he had| 
practised under Sir Richard Rennie| 
(1882-1601), Sir Nicholas Hannen 
(1891-1900), Sir Hiram Shaw Wilkin« 
son (1900-1005), Sir Havilland de 
Saumarez (1905-1921), Sir Skinner|

A proud possession of Mr, Browett 
was & gold searfpin of intrieate work-| 
manship, a faithful copy of a working| 
model of the Acme skate presented to| 
him by the members when he was| 
secrotary of the Shanghai Skating 
Club, which was in its heyday during| 
the ‘winter of 1892.

As one who for many years has 
enjoyed the privileges of belng an 
fmtimate friend of Uhe late Mr. Harolé 
Browett, perhaps I may be permitted 
Space 10 offer a tribute to his memory

‘During. the many months of is 
iuness “which ‘terminated the day 
before yesterday, T had been a fre- 
quent visitor {0 his apartment Jn 
Avenue’ Joftre ‘with the object of 
feeeping him informed regarding the 
Iitte happenings of Shanghal life in 
‘whieh T knew he would be interested 
“an interest. which never flagged tn 
the slightest up to. the time of my 
final visit which took place on Thurs- 
day. of last. week. He would put 
questions to me about this, that and 
the other subject, and it was always 
2 pleasure to eotvey to him, as best 
T could, just what he wanted to know 
‘tout Tocal.on-goings. 

“Up to about a month or so ago, Mr. 
Broweit wos able to spend most of 














‘Jeach day in the living-room of his 


apartment, clad in a pretty kimono. 
‘Almost to the last, he continued to 
take an active and’ lucid part in the 
conduct of the affairs connected with 
hhis legal business, being visited daily 
for this purpose by his confidential 
clerk. Eventually through inereasing 
weakness he found it necessary to re~ 
main in bed entirely, and it became 
‘apparent that his end was not for 
distant.

{go in and out amongst us, but to the 
fend he retained his fine, fresh com- 
plexion, and his eyes were as sweet 
‘and smiling as they had always been 
during the thirty-five years I had 
known him.

hours of leisure. Sitting at his bed- 
side two or three weeks ago, he sud~ 
denly enquired as to whether 1 still 
‘smoked 9 pipe myself. On my re- 
plying in the affirmative he then ask- 
fed Mrs, Browett to request their 
houseboy to bring him an unopened 
tin of his favourite smoking-mixture 
"State Express"—and asked my ac- 
ceptance of it as a memento of the 
‘many pleasant smokes which we had 
‘enjoyed together. I at first demurr- 
ed on the ground of the hope I ex- 
pressed that it might not be very 
Tong until he would once more be 
able to resume his pipe, but he shook 
his head and remarked: “No, D—, 
T've definitely smoked my last one,” 
Jand so T gratefully accepted the pro- 
ferred gift. When T saw him last 
‘Thursday, T produced from my pocket 
1 pipe which had been presented to 
mea few days previously, and re- 
marked that I would like to have the 
‘benefit of his opinion on its probable 
merits as a pipe. Harold examined it 
with close attention, and then pro- 
nounced himself satisfied that T was 
Ukely £0 enjoy many a good smoke 
from i. He then asked if I had my 
pouch in my pocket. I said: “yes, 
T have it here.” Then he remarked 
“will you please let me have it for 
ja minute?” Tt contained some of the 
{tobacco he had gifted to me, and then 
the dear old gentleman proceeded 
with frembling fingers to fll up my 
pipe “in the way a pipe ought to be 
filled." “He then said: “Now, light 
up, D—: I replied: “But’ what- 
‘ever will Mrs. Browett say when she 
‘gets home and finds that someone has 
‘Been smoking a pipe in her and your 
‘bedroom, Harold?” “That's all right, 
you may take it from me,” said h 
“don't worry yourself about. that.” 
And so T lit up, and when I had done 
's0, Harold just lay contentedly snif- 
fing the fragrant aroma of his own 
special bacey, and sighed: “that's 
grand.” A minute or two laler I 
sald goodbye to him—for the Inst 
time, as it has proved—but I shall 
always remember that particular 
smoke as long as I live.

Chemicals on Fire 
In Steamer Hold 


‘Shanghai, Dec. 20. 
‘The combined forces of the Settle- 
ment and the Harbour Fire Bridges 
early yesterday morning battled 
what might have developed into a 
serious fire on board the N-¥.K. 
steamship Tatuno Maru, at the 
company’s Wayside wharf 

‘The flames were first observed in 
the No. 4 hold of the freighter at 
about 7 am. Shortly after 6.15, the 
Customs firefloat Poochi and’ the 
Settlement Fire Brigade were sum- 
moned, and when fire crews arrived 
at the wharf they found that various 
chemicals were on fire in the hold 
and were sending forth dense clouds 
‘of fumes. The burning cargo ‘twoen- 
decks consisted largely of ferro- 
silicon, ealelum earbide and sodium 
sulphate. 

‘Mr. W. J. Gorman, Chief Fire 
Oficer of the Harbour Brigade, and 
the officers in charge of the Setti 
ment detachments directed the sub- 
sequent operations which consisted 
in removing burning sacks of 
chemicals and transferring them to 
the wharf, and extinguishing + all 
traces of fire in the hold. After a 
half hour the blaze was completely 
under control. ‘The chief danger 
which was averted was explosion 
due to water coming in contact with 
some of the chemicals.

{therefore be the only nation who can

Munich Pact: 


What Was It For? 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonrit-Curxa Dat News” 
‘Sim—Several contributions have 
been’ made to these columns with re- 
gard to. the British Government's 
policy in connection with the recent 
erisis. Some of your correspondents 
have supported the policy os pursued 
by the Prime Minister, Mr. Cham- 
berlain, and I have no intention to 
enter into controversy with them. 

My purpose is to deal with 
effects “of the Munich Agreement 
from my point of view. 

Recent events have pointed in the 
direction described as the “Much 
Capitulation” to which can be at- 
tributed the visit paid by the South 
African National Defence Minister, 
‘Mr. Oswald Pirow, to several capitals 
‘of Europe, and the consolidation of 
the Americas to combat the German 
‘and Italian propaganda efforts and 
economic penetration in Latin Ameri- 
ca, Mr. Pirow’s prediction upon his 
return to London is public know- 
Tedge and it will be superfluous to 
comment thereanent, 

In England the rearmament plan is 
pushed with full force and a sub- 
Stantlal amount of money is ex- 
pended for defence purposes: in 
France, Mr. Daladier has described 
the attempted, General Strike as a 
political manoeuvre. The persecution 
of the Jews in Germany and the de- 
mand for colonies as well as the 
demonstrations in the Italian Cham- 
ber with regard to French possessions 
in the Mediterranean, may also be 
deseribed as natural developments of 
the Munich Agreement. 

‘Turning to Far Eastern affairs, the 
Japanese did not invade South China 
until the Conference at Munich was 
settled, in spite of the fact that Lord 
Halifax stated on July 27, that the 
British Government has the right to 
protect British interests, The Yang- 
{ze still remains closed to third par- 
ties and the protest lodged by France, 
Great Britain and the United States 
seems to have fallen on deaf ears and 
‘will remain unheeded until such time 
it pleases the Japanese Government, 
although the British Ambassador has 
produced further evidence that there 
{sa steadily increasing and regular 
trade developed by the Japanese, The 
repereussions in the various parts of 
the world were probably foreseen by 
Mr. Chamberlain, the question arises 
then, why did he not meet the situa- 
tion ‘with a determined stand? It is 
diticult to be convinced that Great 
Britain, with the promised support of 
the British Dominions, the Indian 
Princes with all their armies and re- 
sources, in conjunction with France, 
Russia and Czechoslovakia, could not 
wage battle with the totalitarian 
states and triumph. Indeed war is an 
outrage and it is furthermost from 
my mind to propagate a war psy- 
chosis ; but if Fascism advocates war, 
fare the democratic nations to with- 
draw gracefully and subject their 
appeasement policy to be misinter- 
preted as weakness, and thereby 
whet Germany's appetite for expan- 
sion at the expense of smaller na- 
tions? 

Tt may be contended that Mr. 
Chamberlain permitted Germany to 
absorb part of Czechoslovakia on 
humanitarian grounds—that he wish- 
‘ed o spare the women and children 
and the civilian population of London 
the horrors of war. ‘To that it may 
be replied that London is not Eng- 
land—a great majority of non-com- 
batants could be evacuated to other 
districts before war is declared. Be- 
sides, Herr Hitler was certainly 
aware that retaliatory measures could 
be adopted on the civilian popula 
tion of Berlin. 

What, then, ‘was Mr. Chamberlain's 
motive? I wish to hazard the opin- 
jon that it was for the protection of 
capitalism,

Municipal Advocate’s Report 
For November 


‘The Municipal Advocate states in 
his report that a total number of 
12,298 ‘cases were prosecuted in the. 
[Shanghai First Special Arca District}

November, as ‘compared with 12,124 
eases in October. Out of the total 
umber of cases prosecuted during 
November, 11,00 were Administrative 
Cases, and 1,170 were Criminal Cases. 
‘Out of the (otal number of Adminis- 
trative Cases brought to trial, 7.450 
[persons failed to appear and’ thelr 
‘ball was confiscated, and 17  were| 
‘withdrawn, as compared. with 7,677 
cases in which bail was confiscated 
fand 25 cases withdrawn in October. 
3,639 Administrative Cases were pro: 
fecuted to completion, out of which 
number, 3,539 persons were convicted 
‘and none acquitted. 58 Criminal Cases| 
were withdrawn “and 1,112 _wore| 
prosecuted to completion, out of which 
number 991 persons were convicted 
fand 121 were acquitted.

Physicians at St. Luke's Hospital ordered an emergency 


operation after they found that the Russian youth from Shanghai 


was suffering from concussion of the brain, 


to save his life, he died under 
his state of coma, 

Death came several hours after 
‘Shelaeit had lost the most. important 
bout of hig campaign in the United 
States to George Salvadore, veteran 
‘Texan fighter, at the Dreamland 
Auditorium, 

‘The husky Russian boy left the 
ring and walked downstairs 10 the 
showers. unassisted, After taking a 
shower he entered his dressing room. 
He appeared to be normal. He start- 
ed dressing, but before he had com: 
pleted dressing he collapsed. 

‘After preliminary. medical exami- 
nation, Re was rushed to the San 
Francisco Emergency Hospital, but 











would probably have to undergo an 
immediate operation. 

Doctors found blood pressing on 
Shelaef's brain four inches above the 
ight ear, it was reported. “Shelaeft’s 
seconds believed that the injury was 
the result of a previous fight. 

Salvadore Goes (0 Help 

Salvadore, conqueror of Shelaett, 
rushed to the Russian's dressing room 
when he heard that Shelaeff had col- 
lapsed, 

He wos one of the first to reach 
the side of the stricken Russian boy. 
He Immediately aided the house doc- 
tor and others in the dressing room 
in. efforts to revive Shelaeff. Their 

efforts, however, proved futile and 
they immediately sent out an urgent 
call for an ambulance which rushed 
Shelaef? to the Emergency Hospital. 

Early this morning Salvadore was 
arrested on the technical charge of 
manslaughter pending the oficial in- 
quest into the sudden death of the 
Russian boxer. 

“Heinrich Selig, manager of She- 
neff, was. heart-broken. 

Born in Perm 

Born in Perm, Russia, Shelaeft 
lived most of his life in Harbin, Man- 

churia, He is survived by his father 
and mother, three sisters and a bro- 
ther. 

His father is a Russian priest at 
Harbin, His brother, who is a few 
years older, Is also a boxer, but is not 
first class fighter. ‘Two of Andre's 
sisters are in Harbin, while the other 
Is im the Soviet Union, 

Shelaeft was taken in hand by 
Selig in Harbin when the Russian 
Was a mere slip of a boy. Seclig 
coached him after seeing him box 
the Harbin ¥.M.C.A. and soon dis- 
covered that he had @ natural ghter 
fon his hands. After cleaning up all 
‘opposition in Harbin, Shelaeft was 
taken by Seolig to Tientsin where he 
also did well, 

Mis fine displays in Tientsin result- 
ced in his receiving much publicity in 
‘Shanghal and the Auditorium in 
Shanghai imported the Russian bat 
ier, He bowled over all foes with 
the exception of Young Alde, veteran 
Filipino boxer 

When the Sino-Japanese hostilities 
broke out in Shanghai in the summer 
of 1997, Shelaeff went to Manila 
where he eventually won the welter- 
weight championship of the Orient. 
After his successful campaign in 
Manila he returned to Shanghai and 
then proceeded to the United States. 

He was just getting into his stride 
in San Francisco when death sud- 
denly halted what many predicted 
would have been a brilliant career in 
the ring—United Press,

Forger Sentenced 
Shanghai, Dec. 13. 

Convicted of having obtained a part 
of the $50,000 fraudulently drawn out | 
from ‘the Shanghai office of the 
National City Bank of New York, 
two Chinese employees of the bank, 
Liu Yooh-hsien and Wang Kung-mou, 
‘were sentenced to six months’ and 
three months’ imprisonment respec 
tively by the First Special District 
Court. yesterday. ‘ 

‘The big forgery is alleged to have 
been committed by a third Chinese 
employee of the bank named Hu Chi- 
feng, who is believed to have Hed.

Chang came to the bank to investigate 
after his servant had failed to cash 
‘a cheque signed by himself, ‘There 
was not enough money to meet his 
wish and his suspicions were at once 
aroused. 














Sergeant Charged with Extortion

Chang Tuh-seng, Chinese detective 
sergeant. attached to the Bubbling 
Well Police Station, was brought be- 
fore the Fist Special District Court 
yesterday charged with extortion by 
his colleagues. A man named Koo 
Chi was charged with aiding and 
abetting. Chang denied the charge 
Hout the’ alleged accomplice admitted 
that he had been instructed by Chang 
to collect the money from theit 
vietim, ‘The hearing was postponed 
for a week. 

‘The case dates back to December 9 
when Chang visited a godown at 95 
Mandalay Road owned by the plaintiff 
Tang Kung-foh who is also the 
owner of a motor accessory shop at 
291 Welhaiwei Road. Claiming that 
rang had illegally bought | three 
trucks, Chang took him to his station, 
questioning him as to the origin of 
the cars.

Hsu blamed Chien Chian-ching,

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FRENCH MISSIONS 
By Tiseray 


Pére Valours has left the frontier for his 
beloved France. Arriving in Tachienlu in 
1924, he spent the intervening years at 
different points along the border. Like 
most. of the young French priests in 
the: ‘Tibetan Marshes, Pére Valours soon 
acquired a very good knowledge of the 
Chinese language, and afler three months 
study was able to take an active part in the! 
Work of his mission. An industrious student 
of life along the frontier he also proved him~ 
self an intrepid traveller and there are few 
parts of the Tung River that he did not ex- 
plore from Danba to Kiating. With Louis 
Pasteur, now on the mission board in Paris, 
Pore Valours made an interesting journey 
overland from Wasi to Mowkung, from there 
to Danba and down the Tung River to Wasi. 

It is sometimes quite difficult in border 
travel that one may say he has been 
the first white man to pass along a certain 
road, This claim has frequently been made) 
only to discover that some years ago a young. 
French priest had tramped along this road 
before, ‘There are few rugged piths, 
mountain trails or unknown roads along the 
‘Tibetan frontier that have been travelled 
over by some member of the Paris Mission 
Etrangeres, Pére Doublet, Pére Gratton, 
Pore Charrier, Pere Pasteur and Pere 
Valours have ‘travelled along rough and 
dangerous roads to visit another lonely pére 
hidden away somewhere among the moun- 
fains. Many of these brave fellows must 
live a very lonely existence dwelling as they 
do one by one in their mission stations. ‘The 
yearly conference surely is a blessing and 
relief to them, giving as it does some inter- 
course with priests from other outposts. 

Fortunately these men have other interests 
apart from their mission work, ‘There are 
few scientific journals or museums through- 
out the world where the name of Pére David 
does not appear, Bird, animal and insect 
life along the Tibetan foothills was carefully 
studied by this young scientist, and, as he: 
hunted for bugs, beetles and bats, he kept 
his keen scientific eye on the souls of men. 
He was first of all a missionary and an 
evangelist and in his patient search for men 
he found time to search for flowers. In 
going through the dried specimens in the 
Edinburgh herbarium some years ago, we 
were surprised to find how frequently the 
name of Pére David appeared over the head 
‘of some rare and interesting flower. Living 
so much alone these brave fellows devote 
their leisure to the study of anthropology, 
ethnology and kindred subjects. 

‘Their homes are very simple and so also 
is thelr dress and menu and this gives them 
considerable time to devote to thelr daily 
task and any outside interest they may have. 
When Pére Valours left the east gate his| 
baggage consisted of 40 1b. including his! 
food, bedding and clothes, and a little Tibetan 
rug he was taking to France. 

‘As a French officer during the Great War, 
Pére Valours no doubt, discovered what he 
could conveniently do without and still carry 
on the fight, and in the good fight of faith 
he has also discovered that much baggage is 
a weariness to the flesh, not to mention the 
mind, So with only 40 1b, if luggage 
he will be able to cover, as he hopes to do, 
long distances every day.

When bidding this fine fellow goodbye, I 
‘was surprised to learn that it was his inten 
tion to walk to Kunming, the capital of 
Yunnan, “But surely you have a horse?” 
‘hen you will be riding a chair?” 
‘What do you intend to do?” “Ride 
this horse," he said, and he pointed to his 
two legs." Kunming is a long journey from, 
‘Tachieniu and is roughly between 30 and 40) 
horse stages, He may, however, if he wants 
to, pick up a horse at some of the mission 
stations. But his plan is to walle most of 
the way ill he reaches the railhead at 
Kunming. From there he intends to travel 
by rail to Haiphong and Saigon, where he 
hopes to meet his brother, who is a mis- 
sionary in the FMS. 

Pére Valours is the fifth father to leave 
the frontier sineo 1935 and naturally we are 
beginning to wonder if any change is taking’ 
place in the Paris Mission Etrangeéres. It 
was usually understood that when a French 
priest left his native French he did so for 
life, Pére Charriér returned to France ; 
Pére Gratton followed him; ‘then Pere 
Pasteur and now Pére Valours; and in the 
carly part of this year Pére Goré went home. 
Now there is some talk that Bishop Valentin 
might visit France, Fathers Charrier, Grat- 
ton and Goré have returned to the field, and| 
it is sald that Louis Pasteur is keen to| 
return to his work on the frontier. Pére| 
Valours hopes to be here in one year's time.| 
Marie des Anges, the Mother Superior, was 
home for a few years and is back again. 















We have not heard if French péres in other 
parts of China are secking rest and refresh- 
ment in their native France, if this is peculiar 
to the Paris Mission Etrangéres, if it is entire- 
ly the kindness and consideration of the 
Bishop Apostolic of Tibet, Bishop Valentin, 
or if changes have taken place in the con- 
stitution of the Mission, ‘That such a change 
should be anticipated by the authorities be- 
fore it is grudgingly conceded is no doubt 
showing wise administration, Many of these 
fine fellows after ten and 20 years on the 
field would do well to have a rest and 
change, which would do much to give them’ 
a new vision of the great task to which they 
have devoted their lives. 





Pére Nussbaum, living in the valley of the 
‘Mekong, is not having a pleasant or enjoy- 
able time as a missionary under direct Lhasa 
control. Yenching, the salt wells, where he| 
spends his days, lies west of the Yangtze, and 
is in Tibetan territory. The fact that he 
spends his days in Tibetan territory was no| 
choice of his own. One day someone drow 
‘a line saying this was Tibet and that was: 





Europeans in the sacred capital among whom 
were Mr. Gould and’Mr. Spencer Chapman, 
the well-known Aretic ‘explorer. 

‘The latest news from Yenching reports that 
the Lhasa authorities are prepared to con- 
fiseate or destroy the property of any 
‘Tibetans who in any way connect themselves 
with Pére Nussbaum or Dr. Bare. Dr. Bare 
lives in a rented house so his position is not 
quite so precarious, but Pére Nussbaum holds: 
property in the name of the Catholic Church 
and this the Tibetan authorities are threaten- 
ing to confiscate. 

‘The Lhasa authorities are certainly not 
giving the Frenchman or the American do- 
miciled in their country anything of a sport- 
ing chance. Yenching on the right bank of 
the Yangtze is 3,000 miler from the Coast. 
A poliey of conciliation is no doubt wiser and 
in the long run probably safer, but in the 
meantime these two brave fellows are 
determined to maintain their position.

‘The 
Tibetans have made numerous attempts to 
cut off and scatter his little flock and if this 
is done it will leave him 
apart from his pipe and his tobacco. 

Pére Nussbaum will tolerate his water 
being cut off, his grain being confiscated 
‘and his supply of salt being cut down but he| 
will permit no interference with his little 
flock : this touches his very life-blood and 
he is prepared to resist while he has strength. 
The Tibetan magistrate on occasion forbid

Sincere Bellet of mtiiitary 

‘Through military weapons is seen 
the only means to weld not only the 
political but the productive powers of 
the ‘two oriental nations. Tt 
sincerely believed by the Japanes 
military party—however” heretical 
that notion may seem to us—that this 
method will also worl out to the 
ood of the Chinese people.

‘The questions of the _ unequal 
treaties, extraterritoriality, tariff au 
tonomy, are deal with separately, 0s 
ave the affairs of the Customs, Posts 
‘and Salt, the Treaty ports, and of 
Shanghai’ in particular.

Most of us would deseribe the 
Buckingham Palace banquet given 
recently by the King and Queen in 
honour of King Carol of Rumania as| 
4 very sumptuous meal indeed. But 
it was simple compared to the Royal 
banquets of pre-war days. ‘The 
menu was relatively small and no 
heavy dishes were included in the 
eight courses, cach of which was 
named after the host, hosless or 
guests of honour. 

Only one soup was served in place 
fof the three often consumed in the 
old days. ‘The one meat course was 
homely enough and. with English 
Jamb, and cold chicken and —game| 
also served, the Queen had planned 
refreshing salads. 

Teed souMé Carol, brought to the 
horseshoe banqueting table in white 
china souflé cases and covered with 
sugar ribbons in the Rumanian  col- 
‘ours, was the most elaborate of all 
the dishes. ‘This and the twenty-five 
Aower baskets entirely made of sugar 
were masterpieces from the Royal 
kitchens. “Some were of gilded sugar, 
others of silver, and all were de 
corated with sugar lilies ana roses| 
and tied with sugar red, blue and 
yellow ribbons. 





Palace Breakfasts 


No doubt’ King Carol inherits trom 
is grandfather, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh and his great-grandmother, 
Queen Vitoria, his love of many. 
things English. "He reads English 
books. speaks the English language 
without an accent, employs an Eng- 
lish butler in his Bucharest home and 
is fond of English cooking.
